Davis told Fuchs the truck was in the right 
hand south lane when he and Chandler noticed 
heavy traffic slowing ahead and maneuvered to 
pass on the left.

As well as selling pressure from current 
holders of gold, several new mines are awning 
on stream and will begin adding to the amotmt 
of gold produced At the sane time, Sotrth 
Africa has reduced its mining activities — as it 
normally does when the price declines — and 
thus the supply of gold will remain about 
stable According to Mr. Stahl, prices will also 
remain about stable — fluctuating between a 
trading range of $ 125 to $ 185 per troy ounce.

Cedar Park accepts ambulance pact 


Cedar Park City Council 
accepted a contract with 
Williamson County December 
18 which approv es the county ’s 
offer to maintain and fund 
ambulance serv ice in the city 
for another y ear. 
The contract stipulates that 
the city house ambulance 
personnel and prov ide storag e 
space for the ambulance unit. 
The contract prov ides that the 
county will control sendee, 
including hiring and training of 
men and pay all other ex penses 
incurred by the city . 


The contract also oblig ates 
the county to protect the dty 
from “all claims, damag es and 
cau ses’* which may arise 
because the dty houses the men 
and equipment and “in con­ 
nection with any ambulance run 
made.’’ 
In return the city houses 
employ ee, pay s utilities and 
stores the ambulance. 
“The max imum $500 in 
utilities would be a small price 
to pay ,” May or Buz Henry said, 
summing up council sentiment.

ph o to co py in g 
machines hav e been a v alu able 
serv ice to consu mers, they are 
abou t to disappear from post 
offices across the cou ntry .

machines enabled people to 
copy su ch thing s as Medicare 
and 
Social 
Secu rity claims, 
insu rance papers and tax forms 
before mailing the orig inals. 
The machines were especially 
popu lar with poor and elderly 
people, say consu mer g rou ps 
opposing the su bcommittees 
Besides complaints to the 
local post office, the Postal 
Serv ice has receiv ed abou t 8 .000 
letters complaining abou t the 
decision, since the sig ns went u p 
annou ncing the machines would 
be remov ed Janu ary 1 
“The copy ing machine was 
installed in the Georg etown post 
office abou t two y ears ag o.” 
Williams said. “ About 2,000 to 
2,8 00 copies are made a month.” ' 
The first copiers were in­ 
stalled in post office lobbies in 
19 72. M anu factu rers of the 
machines ag reed to split the 
proceeds with the Postal Ser­ 
v ice.

Williamson County’s second 
post office was at Blue Hill 
(present 
Rice's 
Crossing), 
where Jam es O. Rice became 
postmaster Nov 12, 1849 Rice 
had a prominent role in the 
history of the Texas Revolution. 
He was one of the first members 
of the Texas Ranger force, was 
one of Tumlinson's Rangers 
who built Tumlinson Fort (or 
Block House) south of present 
Leander. early in 1836 before 
the outbreak of the Revolution. 
Rice settled at Blue Hill in 1846, 
served as postmaster from 1849 
until the office was discontinued 
April 10.

San Gabriel was named the 
third post office in the county, 
Aug 13, 1850, with Thomas J.

WASHING FON. D.C. — I think that most Americans were 
relieved that the President and the Congress finally resolved the 
impasse over the tax reduction bill before the first session of the 
94 th Congress adjourned 
President I ord had vowed not to sign any kind of bill reducing 
taxes unless it was accompanied by a spending ceiling, mat­ 
ching the reduction dollar for dollar The Congress refused to set 
a lim ii on a budget which it had not seen — a budget which, in 
tact will not even be submitted to the Congress until next year 
As a result, the President vetoed the tax reduction. 
His veto was sustained by the House, causing House and 
Senate members to return to the conference room The House 
lacked 1< votes of achieving the two-thirds margin needed to 
override the President s veto. 
I voted to override the veto because I felt that it was ill- 
considered. We have worked hard this year to make our new 
budget procedure workable but the President’s approach would 
upset our newly achieved delicate balance 
Tax bills must emanate from the W'ays and Means Committee 
and budget ceilings from the Budget Committee There is no 


parliamentary justification to tie the two together It is quite 
obvious that many Americans lee! very strongly that the 
Congress should cut federal spending I agree But I do not feel 
that the President's veto was the correct method to accomplish 
this 
K 


I joined with my colleagues on the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee late Friday afternoon rn we gathered in the Speaker's 
Office to iron out the differences between the Congress and the 
President 
After several hours of intense debate among 
members, we readied a compromise .solution I expressed 
myself very strongly in this meeting in favor of settling this 
matter now so that the Congress and the country would both be 
spared the spectacle of Congress holding ceremonial pro-forma 
meetings during the Christmas holidays I was disturbed that 
some members of Congress wanted to continue this con­ 
frontation with the Administration and in each instance it was 
those members who have shown little thought to our growing 
federal deficits 
W e agreed to extend the tax cut for the first six months of 1976 
I his was coupled w Rh an agreement that during the next fiscal 
year any reduction in taxes would be accompanied with a 
corresponding cut in the budget, if economic conditions 
warrant 


It is difficult to understand why such an agreement could not 
have been reached earlier 
Frequently, however, emotion 
replaces logic on such hotly-contested questions. 
I think that the American people probably gave a collective 
sigh of relief w hen they learned of this accord which has pledged 
the C ongress to put a lid on reckless spending

Cedar Park accepts ambulance pact 


Cedar Park City Council 
accepted a 
contract 
with 
Williamson County December 
18 which approves the county's 
offer to maintain and fund 
ambulance service in the city 
for another year. 
The contract stipulates that 
the city house ambulance 
personnel and provide storage 
space for the ambulance unit. 
The contract provides that the 
county will control 
service, 
including hiring and training of 
men and pay all other expenses 
incurred by the city. 


The contract also obligates 
the county to protect the city 
from "all claims, damages and 
causes” which may arise 
because the city houses the men 
and equipment and “in con­ 
nection with any ambulance ran 
made ” 


In return the city houses 
employee, pays utilities and 
stores the ambulance. 


“The maximum $500 in 
utilities would be a small price 
to pay,” Mayor Buz Henry said, 
summing up council sentiment. 
Copier removal 
brings complaints 
from patrons 


Many complaints, both verbal 
and written, have been issued to 
Bill 
Williams, Georgetown 
postmaster, since he posted the 
sign saying the photocopying 
machine would be removed 
before January J. 
The Postal Service ordered 
the removal of the machines at 
the request of two House sub­ 
committees. 
The subcommittees issued 
their recommendations after 
lobbying pressure from a trade 
association representing office 
equipment stores. 
The National Office Products 
Association, saying the copiers 
in post offices were taking away 
some 
of 
their 
business, 
organized a campaign among 
its 
members 
to 
w rite 
congressmen on the subject. 
it*I hate to see it go. Everyone 
uses it. It receives the majority 
of 
use 
at 
nights 
and 
on 
weekends. A lot of University 
and high school students use the 
copier to reproduce articles 
from textbooks and for notes 
and things. Most of the use 
comes in the evenings and on 
the weekends so we do not take 
business away from other of­ 
fices that have copiers for 
public use,’ Williams stressed. 
It is a money-making in­ 
vestment for us because we 
receive a percentage of the 
revenue 
It is also a useful 
service to the people. In 20 
years of postal service I have 
never heard so many com­ 
plaints about anything, until 
this 
came 
up,” 
Williams 
remarked 
A lthough 
photocopying 
machines have been a valuable 
service to consumers, they are 
about to disappear from post 
offices across the country. 
The 
co i n - o p e r a t e d 
machines enabled people to 
copy such things as Medicare 
and Social Security claims, 
insurance papers and tax forms 
before mailing the originals. 
The machines w'ere especially 
popular with poor and elderly 
people, say consumer groups 
opposing the subcommittees 
Besides complaints to the 
local post office, the Postal 
Service has received about 8,000 
letters complaining about the 
decision, since the signs went up 
announcing the machines would 
be removed January I. 
“The copying machine was 
installed in the Georgetown post 
office about two years ago,” 
Williams said. “About 2,000 to 
2,800 copies are made a month.” 
The first copiers were in­ 
stalled in post office lobbies in 
1972. M anufacturers of the 
machines agreed to split the 
proceeds with the Postal Ser­ 
vice. 
As of last June 30 there were 
nearly 2,400 of the machines, 
with the number continuing to 
grow The profit for the Postal 
Service in the last fiscal year 
was more than $1 million

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mended removing them as part 
of a policy against “selling 
goods and services not directly 
related to moving the mails,” 
said the spokesman for the 
Houston Postal Service sub­ 
committee. A similar recom­ 
mendation was made by a 
House Small Business sub­ 
committee. 


After the council members 
agreed that the $500 would be 
worth it, Mayor Henry pointed 
out that the money had already 
been budgeted. 
“It would coat us $500 plus 
county taxes. Per capita, that 
would be 19 cents a year. This 
would leave the ambulance in 
Cedar Park closer to the 
residents than the ambulances 
in other cities,” the mayor said. 
“If it saves one life, it's worth 
it,” J. B. Talley, council 
member, said. 
Forty-eight percent of last 
month’s calls were in the city, 
Ambulance Director Tommy 
Simon noted. 
The only real question con­ 
cerning the contract involved 
the clause “It is understood and 
agreed that the service to be 
provided is emergency medical 
service only.” 
Simon pointed out that this 
clause left questions unan­ 
swered since the city service 
had actually assisted police on 
two occasions. 
“I wouldn’t expect you to 
back up police,” Schilhab said.

another point, “There are only 
16 hours in a day, the other 8 are 
for sleeping. We would like the 
interruptions at night to be 
overtime.”

Rice s Crossing), 
where James O. Rice became 
postmaster Nov. 12, 1849. Rice 
had a prominent role in the 
history of the Texas Revolution.

A ( edar Park youth died Tuesday afternoon 
beneath the wheels of a car driven by his 
younger brother as the pair and another boy 
were on a fox hunt

was pronounced dead on the scene by Justice of 
the Peace Richard V. Cann. His body was 
transported by Williamson County ambulance to 
the Davis 8 uneral Home in Georgetown, then 
transferred to the Eads Funeral Home in 
Lockhart 
Donald Wayne Pearson. 15,driver of the car, 
was taken to the Georgetown Medical and 
Surgical Hospital complaining of pain. He was 
diagnosed as uninjured The boys’ parents are 
Alvin and Pat Pearson of Cedar Park. 
Claude S. Smith. 14 also of Cedar Park, was 
taken by private car to the Georgetown Hospital, 
where he was treated for serious cuts and con­ 
tusions on the left side of his face. Smith is listed 
in good condition

property half a mile west of Bagdad Cemetery.

Both the other boys were nearly hysterical, 
and absolutely in shock when we arrived,” said 
Simon. “Officer Wade had a very difficult time 
trying to get a clear picture of what happened 
from Uiefti.’ 
Cann said the younger Pearson was driving 
the 1966 Pontiac cross-country with his brother 
and Smith on the hood when the boys spied a fox 
and tried to run it down. 
DONALD PEARSON apparently lost control of 
the car among cedar posts and heavy terrain, he 
said. and Smith jumped from the ood of the car 
but Allen Pearson slipped beneath the front 
wheels. 


Simon said 25-30 foot skid marks indicated the 
car was traveling about 35 miles per hour when 
the incident occurred. 
We didn t get our Christmas wish, which was 
to get through the holidays without a serious 
accident, 
said Simon, adding, "I hate to lose 
one.”
